* [ve fhown, the Lord Treafurer, the Duke 
Df M.zrlborough ,the Bifhops,and the Queen, 
are the Agents of the Churches Danger, 
that their Profperity and Succeffes are the 
ournful Difafters of the Church ; and 
hat the farther and fafter they go on, the 
arther the Church of England is from ber 
fired and Expeéted Deliverance, That the 
Progrefies of the French, over the Confede- 
rates, have in their kind the Direéteft Ten- 
ency to the Dethroning this Regency of Po- 
liticks, and consequently to the Reftoring 
the Church of England, in her High flying 
Cipacity, Confidered. Now it cannot but 
be for the General Edification, to Exa- 
inc ? What it is this Church is in Danger 
Of : 
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1- Negatively : Not in Danger of having 
her Doétrine Corrupted, or her Principles 
Debauch’d 5 we are not fo much ia pain for 
thofe things. And 

2. Not in Danger of Socinianifm, Deifm, 
and Atheifm. Thofe are Mifchiefs that 
come Gradually and Slowly on, and which 
we may, in Time, lay our Hands upon, and 
Crufh as we pleafe. 

3- The Bifhops and Clergy of the Church, 
are Equally Concerned to Maintain thefe 
Things ; nor.have we any Great Matter of 
Pretenfions upon our Clergy, for Introdu- 
cing Novelties, or giving up any thing, ei- 
ther in Doétrine or Ceremony to the Diffen- 
ders. 

4- Nor are we in Danger of Impratti- 
cable Comprehenfions, or Mif{chievous Sa- 
voy Conferences, in order to lay open 
the Pale of the Church. Thefe are things 
of a Different Nature, and much lefs 
Confequence, thar: the Mifchiefs we fee 
growing upon the Church, and in the Fatal
